from a former Cloverport hoy. 
James Kissam written to his mother 
Mrs M. M. Kissam of Somerset. Ky 
Dear Mother: We arrh t& safely 
after a great trip. It was sure 
wonderful, with all kinds of adven 
tures. I «m very sorry that 1 can- 
not go into detail about the trip for 
military reasons Will tell about it 
when I conic home. He sure and 
let me know if you got the "Safe 
Arrival Card" and the "King George 
of England's Welcome Letter." 

England is one of the prettiest 
places. All permanent brick houses 
and stone walls everywhere. 

France sure is a great place no 
wonder they light for it. 

I hope that all the folks arc well 
Is grandma still with you? I have 
lost track or uncle Tom: you wrote 
that he was crossing the States. 

I am well and like everything tine 
We haveplenty to eat and servicable 
clothes. Everything here is quite 
strange but simple enough to adjust 
oneself easily, I have picked lingo 
to ask questions of the natives who 
arc quite surprised to see so big an 
army. The only souvenir a soldier 
can send home at present is a Ger- 
man steel helmet which I hope to be 
able to send. 

We landed at an English port. Had 
a tine overland trip and then across 
to France. Every inch of land both 
in England and France is utilized. 

M ust close Uon't worrj abi >0l BH 
for I am alright and having a better 
time than in the States. I will write 
at least one letter and one card per 
week and want you to write same 
number. I have written the address 
correctly on the hr.st page. With 
love your affectionate son,

My Dear Mother: I trust you re- 
ceived my previous cards and one 
etter since I arrived. Our mail has 
not been forwarded as yet but 1 sup- 
pose it will follow us shortly. 

This camp is situated on a wonder- 
ful region, level, rolling landscape as 
far as the eye can see. No ugly 
barren spots, always borders of or- 
derly kept trees or shrubs. The 
open spots are like the meadows in 
an old painting; the kind I used to 
look at and think there were no such 
places. They were undoubtly 
Pranch landscapes. 

Our voyage was an interesting one. 
The weather was tine with the excep- 
tion of two days off foreign coast. 

We were attacked by a number of 
enemy submarines and had the snap- 
pies) seatight imagimable and thanks 
to the coolness of the ships' com- 
manders' and the bravery of the pro- 
tecting warships and destroyers. 
Three were reported Officially sank 
without loss to any of our ships. 

Then was absolutely no panic a- 
mong any of the soldiers or ships 
crew during the fight. 

It was the coolest work for ser- 
iousness of the thing I have ever 
seen. This is all I may say about 
the voyage fpr military reasons. 

We landed at an i- nglish seaport 
and traveled inland for a time. En- 
gland gives the impression of a well 
ordered city distributed over the 
countn in single blocks. Always in 
the country and never out of towns. 

I cannot recall having seen a single 
wooden residential building, always 
permanent stone or brick sometimes 
ItNCCO and concrete. I saw several 
straw thatched buildings. 
Hedge and stone are the fences and 
wall- there. 

England mi interesting but we 
naturally wanted to see our final 
destination France. We saw the 
great chalk cliff coastline the first 
thing and were soon in the French 
seaport. 

Needless to say the Freush people 
'gave us a great welcome. It was 
sure strange, marching through the 
'streets of a strange city of a strange 
i country. 

It wasn't a strange country after 
all. It seemed like we had all been 
here once before sometime long ago. 

After a few days in a so called 
"rest camp" where we did everything 
but rest we boarded the funny look- 
ing little trains and traveled inland 
\Ve enjoyed the sights and took it 
all in. We saw many German pris- 
:iud Allied soldiers of the sev- 
eral different nations and a number 
of things too numerous to write 
about.

The 
Breckenridgc News was obliged to 
omit some of the letter as it gave out 
detailed information of the aiivrait 
and appurtenances used at Govern- 
ment aviation schools ' which is for- 
bidden to be published by the press. 

l'riv. Rowland entered the service 
July his first training was receiv- 
ed at Camp Taylor and thence to the 
present camp where he is making 
good in the Radio and Telephone 
school. 

Camp McClellan. Sept. 11, IHfl 
Dear sister and all the rest: This 
leaves me feeling fine and dandy. Am 
sending some of my photos; they are 
a little sideways, but I guess you can 
tell they were aimed for me. 

I received your letter and cake to- 
day. The cake was the best tiling 
I have tasted since I left home. I 
gave our battery cook a piece of it. 
(Wc have a new battery cook and a 
good one) and he said it was the best 
cake he had tasted since he had been 
in camp. 

I am still in school, have learned 
to send messages with the projector 
and buzzer and two or three other 
ways. 

1 have gotten entirely over the 
measles and they didn't have any bad 
effect on me. We, the telephone 
men of the IMk Reg. have been doing 
practical field work since last Thurs- 
day, we are building telephone lines 
between the different Regiments, 
different Batteries and Headquarters. 

We do not have to work on Satur- 
ady evening but five of us volunteered 
to work this evening and to-morrow, 
so they furnished us with a horse and 
saddle apiece and to-night our Lieu- 
tenant told us that we would be the 
first to receive advancement in the 
school. 

1 like the work fine and the officers 
as well. They treat us as equals 
and are careful that we do not do 
too much work. 

We want to get the whole system 
of lines in working order by next 
Tuesday, as the canoneers will have 
their batteries planted and camouflag- 
ed and be ready to go to firing on that 
day. 

There are three big aeroplanes at 
work over the range. 

Everything begins to look like 
business down here now, but I be- 
lieve I can come home if I make good 
in school tho they are not giving fur- 
loughs to any one now.

To The Front. 

Sft Grovcr Langley of the Signal 
Corps, Le Havre, France, who before 
going over lived at XI c Daniels, Ky.. 
writes the following to XI rs. Langle y 
who has remained in that city until 
Sgt. Langley'.. return. 

U. S. Army Post Office, No. 700. 
Sept. 4, I'.MS. Dear Cova: Am a 
great deal better humor today than 
I have been lor some time, I receiv- 
ed three or four letters from you this 
morning ami while they were alt 
back numbers, they explained what 
I failed to get from your other letters 
or I should say jour other lettor, Vmi 
no doubt received any number of my 
letters by this time, so know that I 
was writing. 

We are having some beautiful 
weather here now. though it i-> com- 
mencing to feel a little like tall I 
certainly do dread to see winter come 
on as I never could stand cold 
weather. Am afraid that it will be 
a little hard OK the people at home 
account of having to use so much 
coal in the manufacture oi munitions 
of war. I certainly do not like the 
idea of the folks at home having to 
stand any hardships. 

I never did tell you about my trip 
across from New York. We were 
only eight and a half days on the 
water, and we bad a real nice trip 
across. The weather was ideal, no 
rough sea or anything. There was 
not a man sick on the whole trip. 
The ship was well armed and 1 do 
not think a Sub could have got us 
had they tried. We had several a- 
larms and a number of shots were 
fired at supposed Submarines, though 
I do not think they were really Subs. 
We landed in exactly eight and one 
half days from the time we set sail. 
I have seen quite a little of France 
since I have been here. Will tell 
you all about it when I get back, 
would try to tell you now but do not 
know if it would be permitted. 

Le Havre, is a pretty nice town 
though it is pretty quite. I do not 
know what the population is, but 
it is something like Springfield. It 
is on the Coast, which helps some. 
You know I always did like the Sea 
Coast. We are so far from the front 
line that 1 do not even consider my- 
self in the war. It is about as excit- 
ing here as it used to be in Joliet, so 
you sec you need have no fear for my 
safety. I have not seen a German, 
since I left the U. S. except prisoners 
and it does not look as though 1 will, 
though of course there is no way of 
knowing It would sure get my 
"Goat" if I should come all the way 
over here and then never get to the 
front. 

Oh they can't beat the Yanks, you 
know we were never beaten and na- 
turally we are not going to let the 
Hun, do it. He has a very very 
poor chance in my opinion, the big- 
gest mistake he ever made was when 
he got the Yanks camping on his 
trail. I only wish I could get a 
shot at him, you know 1 promised 
you his scalp and it commences to 
look as though some other fellow 
was going to beat me to it. Well 
such it war. Well good bye, will 
write again soon. Yours ever,

"Shall the military power of any na- 
tion or group of nations lie suffered to 
determine the fortunes of peoples over 
whom they hnve no right to rule ex- 
cept the right of force?

.subject to their purpose and Interest? 

"Shall people he ruled and dominat- 
ed, even In their own internal affairs, 
by arbitrary and Irresponsible force, or 
by their own will and choice? 

"Shall there be a common stnndnrd 
of right and privilege for all peoples 
and nations or shnll the strong do as 
they will and the weak suffer without 
redress? 

"Shall the assertion of right be hap- 
hazard and by casual alliance or shall I 
there be a common concert to oblige 
the observance of common rights? 

"No man, no group of men, chose! 
these to lie tile issues of the struggle. 
They are the issues of If, and they 
must be settled by no arrangement or 1 
Compromise or adjustment of interests, 
but definitely and once for all and art til

"It Is of capital Importance that we 
should be explicitly ugreed that no 
peece shall be obtained by any kind 
of compromise or abatement of the 
principles we have avowed as the prin- 
"iplts for which we are fighting. 
Than should exist no doubt about 
that. I am, therefore, going to take 
the liberty of speaking with the ut- 
most frankness ubout the prueticul im- 
plications that are Involved in It. 
Foj Must Pay Pries. 

"If It be In deed and In truth the 
common object of the governments 
asso.lHtcd against Oermuny and of 
the nations whom they govern, as I 
believe It to be. to achieve by the 
Itig settlements a secure am 
peace, It wllh be necessary that all 
who sit down at the peace table shall 
come ready and willing to pay the 
price, the only price, that will pro- 
cure It ; and ready and willing also to 
create In some virile fashion the only 
Instrumentality by which It can be 
made certain that the agreements of 
the peace will be honored and fulfilled. 

"That price Is Impartial Justice la 
every Item of settlement, no matter 
whoee Interest Is crossed; not only 
...ipartlul Justice, but also the satls- 

taefioa of the several peoples whose 
rt 'lines are dealt with. That 
is a 



oc nations formed under covenant* 
that will be efficacious. 

"Without such instrumentality, by 
which the pence of the world can be 
gnnrunteed, pence will rest In part 
upon the word of nutlnws and only 
U|.on that word. For Germany will 

have to red a her character, not only 

by what happens -it the peace table 
but what follows. 

"And, na I see It, the constitution 
of that league of nations and the 
clear ilohnlllou of Its objects must be 
a part. Is In n sense the most essen- 
tial part, of the peace settlement It- 
self. It cannot be formed now. If 
formed now, It would In- merely a new 
alliance confined to the nations asso- 
ciated against n common enemy. It 
la not likely thai It could be formed 
after that settletneiii. 

"It Is necessary to guarantee the 
peace, and the peace cannot be guar- 
anteed as an afterthought. The rea- 
son, to speak In plain terms again, 
why It must be guaranteed, Is that 
there will be parties to the peuee 
whose promises have proved untrust- 
worthy, and means must be found In 
connection with the peace settlement 
Itself to remove that source of Inse- 
curity. 

"It would be folly to leave the guar- 
antee to the subsequent voluntary ac- 
tion of the government we have seen 
destroy Russia and deceive Kouumnla. 
Particulars of Terms. 

"These, then are some of the par- 
ticulars, and I state them with the 
greater confidence because I can state 
them auilioritatively as representing 
this government's Interpretation of 
Its own duty with regard to peuee : 

"FII18T — The Impartial Justice 
meted out must Involve no discrimina- 
tion between those to whom we wish 
to be just and those to whom we do 
not wish to he Just. It must he n Jus- 
tice that plays no favorites nnd knows 
no standard but the equal rights of 
the several peoples. 

"SECOND — No special or separate 
interest of nny single notion or any 
group of nations can be made the 
basis of nny pnrt of the settlement 
which Is not consistent with the com- 
mon Interest of all. 

"TIIIHD — There can be no leagues 
or nlllnncees or special covenants and 
understandings within the general and 
common family of the league of na- 
tions. 

"FODRTH— And more specifically, 
there can be no special, selfish, eco- 
nomic combinations within the league 
and no employment of any force or 
economic boycott for exclusion except 
as the power of economic penalty by 
exclusion from the markets of the 
world may be vested In the league of 
nations Itself as a means of discipline 
and control. 

■•fifth— aii international agree- 
ments and treaties of every kind must 
be made known In their entirely to 
the rest of the world. 

"Special alliances and economic riv- 
alries and hostilitiis have been the 
prolific sources in the modern world 
of the plans and pasalOM thai pro- 
duce wur.
